When 
found, the young man had his arms 
partially about a log at the bottom of 
the pond, and it is probable that he 
struck tne log in diving and was rend- 
ered partially or totally unconscious.

Mysterious Death of

It seems that shortly befoie 12 o'- 


clock on Saturday night Myers, went 
nto the Windsor hotel cafe and sat 
own on a chair. A few minutes lat- 
r he dropped to the floor unconscious. 
Believing the young man to be under

was 


aken to a back room, where he 
pent the night. The next morning-

efforts 
were 7nade to' 


arouse him, and a ph\ sician wa«, call- 
ed. 


The young man had bruises en his 


head, and for a time it was feared 
that there had been foul pi ay, but as i 
he had some money on his person, | 
which had not been disturbed, this I 
theory was dropped.

that the young man must have sus- 
tained a severe fall. 
He rallied 


slight'y at 12 o'clock Sunday but nev- 
er regained consciousness.

he fails.

self is not sufficient to equip a young 
man for his battle - with the world. 
There must be something back of the 
education to bring success to any 
man, and if a young man lacks energy 
progressiveness and stamina he may 
stand at the head of his class when he 
graduates from college and be a com- 
plete failure. 


The fact that many college-bred

A college can- 
not make a success of the young man 
who is without natural ability, who is 
devoid of mental ability and who lacks 
stability and perseverance. The col- 
lege can give a young man an educa- 
tion, but it cannot give him brains.

WITH SEVEN ABOARD 


Record Weight of 1,488 


Pounds Is Easily Lifted. 


Hammomlsport; N. Y., June 29,—With 


Its new hydroplaning devices the Amer- 
ica left the'water-and flew with seven 
pevstous, including the two pilots, and 
220 pounds of ballast. 


"We lifted twtce ns imicli weight as 


any nirboat ever did before. I guess 
thut's pretty good," said Lieutenant 
Porte when he steppod ashore. 


Glenn H. Curtiss, the builder, was 


highly pleased with the America's per- 
formance. 


"It can fly easily with the load It 


must take when it leaves Newfound- 
land," he said. "The America made a 
splendid showing with Its new hydro- 
planing boards. It does not yet'plane" 
or skim along the surface nx perfectly 
as we- want It to do. but that easily 
can be remedied. The America lifted 
within a few hundred pounds of the 
load It will have to curry, although the 
trial was made only with reference to 
Its planing powers. We may be able 
to prove its capacity to climb out of 
the water with its load of oil." 


The America broke the record for 


flying boats when It took the air with 
seven passengers. The total weight of 
the lond, outside of the machine itself, 
was 1.498 pounds, or very close to that 
figure. The weight of the .alrboat It- 
self is about 2.850. pounds, so that the 
two engines of 100 horsepower each 
drove u total weight of 4,248 pounds. 


Mr. Cnrtlss said that since the flight

THE AMERICA FLIES 


WITH SEVEN ABOARD 


Record Weight of 1,488 


Pounds Is Easily Lifted. 


Hammomlsport; N. Y., June 29,—With 


Its new hydroplaning devices the Amer- 
ica left the'water-and flew with seven 
pevstous, including the two pilots, and 
220 pounds of ballast. 


"We lifted twtce ns imicli weight as 


any nirboat ever did before. I guess 
thut's pretty good," said Lieutenant 
Porte when he steppod ashore. 


Glenn H. Curtiss, the builder, was 


highly pleased with the America's per- 
formance. 


"It can fly easily with the load It 


must take when it leaves Newfound- 
land," he said. "The America made a 
splendid showing with Its new hydro- 
planing boards. It does not yet'plane" 
or skim along the surface nx perfectly 
as we- want It to do. but that easily 
can be remedied. The America lifted 
within a few hundred pounds of the 
load It will have to curry, although the 
trial was made only with reference to 
Its planing powers. We may be able 
to prove its capacity to climb out of 
the water with its load of oil." 


The America broke the record for 


flying boats when It took the air with 
seven passengers. The total weight of 
the lond, outside of the machine itself, 
was 1.498 pounds, or very close to that 
figure. The weight of the .alrboat It- 
self is about 2.850. pounds, so that the 
two engines of 100 horsepower each 
drove u total weight of 4,248 pounds. 


Mr. Cnrtlss said that since the flight 


by way of the Azores had been de- 
cided upon the America would not 
need to carry the amount of gasoline 
originally estimated. The nirboat baa 
tanks for 300 gallons. It would have 
needed all that for the straight flight 
of 1,923 miles from ifewfoundland to 
Ireland. The distance from Newfound- 
land to the Azores, the longest of the 
three laps by the new route, is 1,198 
miles. Something more than 200 gal- 
lons of gasoline will be required, but 
the exact amount will be determined 
later tbrpngh the rate of gasoline con- 
sumed by the America in 'its flights 
around I-ake Ken fen.
